“Will 


we ever have a wireless tele- 
phone, wr. Bell?.”’ I asked. 

“I think it is possible, although § the 
distance of its uSe may be Hmited. | 
remember some experiments I once made 
not far from the Cambridge observatory 
near Boston. We had driven two pokers 
into the ground a few hundred feet 
apart, and had connected them by wire. 
As soon as the connection was made i 
put the receiver to my ear and heard 
a clock distinctly ticking. The tick was 
a peculiar one, and I “recognized it as 
that of the clock on the Cambridge ob- 
servatory, which set the time for the 
greater part of Boston. Upon. studying 
the matter, I concluded that the sound 
was conducted by the ground to my re- 
ceiver. A s@Grt time later I. tried some 
experiments as to wireless telephony on 
the Potomac here at Washington, and I 
was able,to hear signals 1réde on a boat 
at the Aqueduct bridge while in another 
boat, stationed as far down the river as 
the Washington monument, Ir this case 
the water acted as the conductor. ,Indeed 
it is a question whether what we now 
know as wirelegs telegraphy is brought 
about by the signalg being carried by 
the medium of the air or by means of 
the ground and’ water. It may be found 
that in all cases the real conductor is 
the latter.” 


SOME THRLEPHONE IMPROVEMENTS 

“Do you look.for many changes in the 
telephone in the near future, Dr. Bell?”

“Not in the improvement of the trana- 
mission of sound,” sald Dr. Bell. ‘‘That 
will remain practically as it is; but I do 
expect changes in the machinery to faclili- 
tate the uses of such transmission.

Hungary believes tn furnishing techni- 
cal schools to those who intend to farm:

secondary schools of agriculture with a 
total attendance of over 600, and to 
complete her system she has an agri- 
cultural academy with a student body 
of 150. In order to accommodate adults 
who have not had the advantage of 
these schools, she has short winter terms 
and traveling instructors. By system- 
atic effort the agricultural department 
is not only increasing the efficiency of 
the Hungarian as a tiller of the soil, 
but it is increasing the genera] intelli- 
gence and raising the standard of citi- 
zenship. 

The experiment station is also a prom- 
inent feature of the work of the de- 
partment of agriculture. All the new 
agricultural implemente @re tested and 
reports are furnished upon their merits; 
there are several seed-testing stations, 
where farmers can ¢ecure at cost price 
not only selected e¢eds, but seed Shown 
by experiment to be suited to the cli- 
mate and soll of their locality.

Hungariar.s a Distinct People. 

The Hungarian people are distinct in 
language and history from all their 
neighbors. / In fact, the Hungarians dif- 
fer in many respects from all the other 
people of Burope, the inhabitants of Fin- 
land elng their nearest kins-people. 
Their early hisfory is unknown, but they 
came from western Asia, where the Mon- 
golians ,the Turks and the Finn-Ugrians 
strygegied for the mastery about the be- 
ginning of the Christian era, They were 
first known as Huns and claim Attila as 
one of their race. They have more 
often, however, used the word Magyars 
to describe their people, that name being 
@ popular one at present, Their occu- 
pation of their present territory dates 
from about the ninth century, since 
which time‘they have figured prominently 
in the history of Europe. About the be- 
ginning of the eleventh century Hungary, 
under the leadership of King Stephen 
(later known as St. Stephen), became a 
Christian nation, and since that time she 
has been conspicuous in all the religious 
wars of Burope. In the fifteenth cen- 
tury “she furnished the leader of the 
Christian army in the person of John 
Hunyadi, one of the greatest militdty 
geniuses of that period. His prominence 
in war brought this son Matthias to the 
throne of Hungary, a king who, when 
warned of a plot against his life, ex- 
claimed, “Let no king, ruling jusfly and 
lawfully, fear the poison and assassin’s 
dagger of his subjects 


Struggle of Hungary for Reform. 


As early as the thirteenth century Hun- 
gary began to inaugurate political re- 
forms, and in 1222 her nobility ended a 
struggle of a hundred years by securing 
a concession which is regarded by her 
people as equal in Importance to BEng- 
land’s Magna Charta of i216. It was

Brunswick, Ga, September’ § !.—(Spe- 
<ial.)}—Congressman Brantley diecussing 
the Rawlings case and the last appeal 
to the supreme court of the United 
States, called attention to the pill passed 
by the house at the last session of con- 
gress, now pending in the senate, which, 
had it been enacted into law, would in 
all probability, have prevented this las* 
appeal. Congresman Brantley, who is a 
member of the judiciary committee of 
the house, said: 

“There has been general complaint all 
over tne coumry about frivolous appeals 
of murder cases, and very many judges 
have earnestly recommended the passage 
of some law which would restrict ap- 
peals to only euch grounds as are meri- 
torious. The bill that my committee 
reported favorably and which pessed the 
house at the last session of congress 
met the approval of the judiciary, so 
far'as tne committee was advised. It 
will, in all probability, pass the senate 
next winter.’ 

The bill as ‘passed reads: 

“That from a final decision by a court 
of the United States in a proceeding in 
habeas corpus, where the detention com- 
plained of is by virtue of a process is- 
sued out of a state court, no appeai 
fo the supreme court shail be allowed 
unless the United States court by which 
the final decision was rendered or a 
justice of the suprefnme court, small be 
of the opinion that there exists probable 
cause for an appeal, in which event, on 
allowing the same the said court or 
justice shal: certify that there is proba- 
bie cause for such allowance.”’

He was soon convinced that the fruits 
obtainable in Europe were not most 
suitable, anda ig !90! he. left for Ceyion, 
and ager experimenting there and .in 
Kabakon, he has come to the conclusion 
that the cocoanut is the original, and, 
therefore, the most suitable food of man, 

The professor was joined _ fifteen 
months ago by Dr. A. Bethmann, and 
the two are now living on cocoanuts at 
a cost of nothing per day. ;

At the bottom of the Lake: of Guatavita, 
in Colombdia, there lies, it is said, treas- 
ure in gold, silver, and jewels to the value 
of at least £100,000,000. Pirates’ loot

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TO FIND UNTOLD WEALTH.

Six million pounds’ worth of the ‘buried 
treasure of the Incas”’ has yet to be in- 
earthed in Bolivia. Untold wealth lies 
in the bed of Father Tiber, into whose 
bosom the Romans caet their priceless 
possessions. The ancient regalia of Eng- 
land, many Norman jewels, the crown 
of King Alfred, and other valuables are 
buried in the Wash. 

Pirate Hoards. 

Pirate hoards estimated at £30,000,000 
are hidden in the Black river mountain, 
Mauritius. Off the coast of St. John’s, 
Cape Conony, lies the .wrecked East In- 
diaman, Grosvenor, bulging with £1,000,- 
000 in specie. A British man-of-war, the 
Black Prince, sunk by Russian gun fire 
at Sebastopol, +hag a cargo of over £600,- 
000 in gold and valuables. ‘ 

Jewels and gold worth a million pounds 
are tantalizingly hidden on the Mediter- 
ranean island of Alboran. Stores of 
gold and precious stgnes are believed to 
exist In certain places of the Libyan des- 
ert. . The ill-gotten hoard of Captain Mel- 
ville, a famous bushranger, who robbed 
hundreds of gold diggers. between Mel- 
bourne and Ballarat, lies carefully con- 
cealed in the Austrian bush. 

Numerous expeditions have been, and 
are still being, dispatched in search of 
these hidden millions. About a score 
have: “been fitted out for Cocos Island 
alone. But success is long in coming. 
It was reported two years ago that a 
party of British and American engineers 
hag recovereqd £3,200,000 of the Incas’ 
long-lost gold, but surprisingly little has 
since been heard of the yarn. . 

Wealth of the Incas. A 
_ The probability ig that the shades of 
the Incas are still; successfully guarding 
their own. The people over whom the 
Incas ruled were a wonderful medieval 
tace of white-complexioned Indians, ‘whose 
amazing wealth—their palaces blazed 
with gold and precious stones—wag hid- 
‘den in caves, sunk in river beds, and 
buried deep in the éarth. 

Romantic almost beyond belief is 
story of the Cocos Island treasure, for 
which unceaging search is being made. 
One portion of the hoard was deposited 
about 182! by a British pirate vessel, It 
was hidden by sinking in gravel and tun- 
neling in rock. The pirate leaders suf- 
fered capital punishment, and all evi- 
dence of the whereabouts of the spoil 
vanished. Another portion. consisted of 
the treasures of an entire Peruvian town 
entrusted to a British bark during 
revobution. The crew of tne bark be- 
trayed their trust, escapeq with the valu- 
e@bles,.and tyried them on Cocos Island. 

The pirate treasure consisted of bullion 
to the extent of hundreds of thousands 
of pounds; previous stones. to an enor- 
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mous amount; hundreds of bars of pure 
gold; 273 goid-hilteq ewords studded witn 
stones; crests filled with gold coins, Ths 
Peruvian. treasure comsisted of gold and 
silver sacramental vessels, ornaments 
richly encrusted with precious stones, 
gold and silver ingots, chests of bullion 
from the state treasury. 
Many Search Parties. 

A chart of the island locating the latter 
hoard hae been*handeg down—~a chart for 
all the world Ike the one mrhich forms 
such an “appetizing frontispiece to Steven- 
son's great romance. Refying on this 
and other docygmentary evidence, at least 
eighteen search parties he¥Ve been en- 
gaged during the past seventy years in 
digging and blasting about the islan2, 
sometimes with bloodshed and the throw- 
ing overboard of rival searchers. 

Hardly less romantic is the search fo’ 
the treasure-ship of the “Invincible 
Armeada,’’ which is now proceeding off 
the Isle of Mull. It is conclusively 
proved, from the archives of Inveraray 
Castle, that the ship, with its mfllions of 
bullion, really sank at the spot indi- 
cated; indeed, relics of vatue have already 
beén salved from her hulk. An idea of 
the wealth she carries may be gathered 
from the fact that her admiral, a syba- 
rite of renown, never ate and drank ex- 
cept from silver plates and golden gob- 
lets, and that when she was wrecked .he 
bore many Catholic priests, with all 
their holy treasures, silver crucifixes and 
sficramental vessels. 

It is equally certain that the Spanish 
galleons which were scuttled in Vigo Bay 
in 1702 to avoid capture by the British 
ere still laden with 228,000,000 
worth of gold, silver and pre- 
‘lous stones, the harvest of four years’ 
looting in Mexico. ‘Fearful and wonder- 
ful selvage apparatus has been invented 


Spanish government, but so far without 
avail. Similarly fruitless have been the 
ettempts to locate the wreck of the 
Black Prince. 

But the greatest treasure in history fs 
that which a city syndicate is now seek- 
ing in the volcano lake of Quatavita, 
Colombia. This sacred lake of the Chi. 
bichas was the home of the Chibichas’ 
deity, the sacred man, and into ft, with 
the object of propitiating the deity, thou- 
sands of pilgrims cast every imaginable 
kind of treasure. The facts are authen- 
tic, and any day the city syndicate may 
light upon a little matter of £100,060,000. 

The Romans, after the manner of the 
Chibjchas, cast their valuables to the ¢od 
which they believed to live beneath th 
Tiber’s waters, and these the river sti) 
cherishes. 
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CONCRETE PILINGS. 
| 


(From The St. Louis Republic.) | 


A new method of inserting pilings for ' 
foundations is bei employed on the 
new warehouse building at Twenty-sec- 
ond, Washington and Lucas avenues. 

The idea utilized is the substitution 
of concrete cones for the usual wood 
piling, and the method of driying the 
cones differs materially from the opera- 
tions of driving the piling. 

There is a metal shel!l, composed of 
what is known as 20-gauge sheet metai, 
which surrounds a solid steel core. The 
shell is 20 feet in length, is 20 inches ' 
at the base and tapers to 6 inches ai 
the point. 

There fs an auxiliary engine attached | 
to the hammer which drives the cone. | 
with its solid gtee] core, weighing 6,500 | 
pounds, into the ground with a high- | 
speed, short-stroke blow. 

When the cone has been driven into 
the ground to a sufficient depth, the 
solid steel core is withdrawn by releas- 
ing a key on the tse of the. cone and 
the hollow cone filled with concrete. 

These cones are placed in beds of 
four, forming @ bese about four 
Square. On this case is a set a wooden 
frame, into which ig placed concrete, 
reinforced by steel rods set upright In 
the framework. 

These bases are placed at intervals of | 
17 feet and on top of the bages will »e 
laced the pillars for the support -of the, 
pbuilding. : , 

The west and south walls of the huili- ' 
ing will rest on an almost continuous 
line of piling tops. — 

The discovery of this means of putting 
in conerete piling will be utilizeg here- 
after “where heretofore wood was used 
in’ places that are partly or entirely 
submerged in water, There ig a worm, 
known to scientists as the Teredo worm, 


which eats its way into wood piling | 
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stands in water and seriously weakens 
the pillars; The natural rotting effect 
of water also tends to weaken wooden 
piling. Neither of these two ca#uses 
affects the concrete piling and they are 
said to be practically indestructible. 


Oil on Park Roadways. 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 

In an.endeavyor to make it pleasanteP 
to ride: through the parks, Mayor Fitz- 
gerald recently wrote Superintendent 
Pettigrew as to the advisabilyy of mix- 
ing Oi] with water for sprinkling pur- 
poses. In reply the mayor has received 
-ue 10llowing interesting letter from the 
park superintendent; 

“For the past six or seven years we 
have experimented along this line with 
orude petroleum and with ‘Westrumite.’ 
Uur experiments with crude petroleum 
demonstrated that the roads could bg 
treated with oil and maintained free 
from dust at about one-half the ex- 
pense that would be incurred by water- 
ing, with the additional advantage that 
the dust would be kept down both night 

“Our .experiments with ‘Westr e, 
extending over a period of four momths, 
indicated that the cost would be 3.9 
cents per square yard, while if water

The suceess may not 
be so marked here as in England, where 
the atmosphere is much more charged 
with moisture than here. We have been 
receiving the materials and shall go right * 
to work: the results will be reported to 
you as soon as available.”

“i. Southern boys. in college are dis- 
tinctly brighter and more promising ¢stu- 
dents than northern boys on the avyer- 
age; but they are prone to go into petty 
politics and law practice, to run after 
glittering careers and to negiect many 
substantial openings, because they seem 
too commonplace. As to industry, their 
development is often checked and their 
careers perverted. | 

“2. Agriculture at the south, in spite 
of its-vast importance to the community, 
is mostly neglected by the ablest element 
of the people, and left much to negro 
tenants, with their shiftless and land- 
racking practices. Our general methods 
are not a whit better than those in our 
grandfathers’ time. Our one-staple basis 
of farming, with uncertain yields and 
uncertain prices, makes Our farming 
very much a gambling venture. There 


times again and postpone our 
Chance of substantial progress to the 
distant future. 


Different in the Northwest. 

“In these things there is a glaring con- 
trast with the conditions in the north- 
west. .There the young men are Aisposed 
to search the whole field of enterprise, 
seek the best opening, no matter what 
it may be, and set soberly to develop it. 
Many strong men go into farming as 
their thoughtfully chosen career, fit 
themselves for it by study, secure the 
best equipment obtainable, and labor to 
make every resource tell Farmers of 
mature years often return to thé agri- 
cultuga) coilege for short courses in 
branches in which they find themselves 
behind the itatest improvement of the 
time. The lands of the northwest are 
well tended; there are no galled spots, 
few broken fences, and few poor crops. 
But, more than this, there is usually a 
second resourée for profit in case of the 
main crop should be a failure,; and if 
prices for all his products should by any 
extraordinary chance be bad for a sea- 
son, the farmer can atill live almost 
without expense on the fruits of-his own 
labor. Severe hard times in the well- 
developed parts of the northwest are 
now almost impossible. In my adopted 
state of Wisconsin, for example, labor 
is two or three times as high as in 
Georgia; land is three to five times Geor- 
gia prices, and per capita wealth thrice 
as great as in the Empire State of the 
South. 

‘Nearly all the prosperity in Wisconsin 
has been gained from agriculture. 
Within two decades the state has been 
changed from a lbone-staple basis of 
wheat culture to varied industry—tobac- 
co, sugarbeets, etc., and greatest of al, 
by far, grasses, dairying and beef-cattle 
raising. Meanwhile Georgia continues to 
cling mostly to her one staple of cotton, 
and continues to be in danger of hard 
times in almost any year. On the whole, 
methods in» Georgia are’ slipshod,. and 
those in Wisconsin well devised and 
thrifty. ; 

“This great contrast fs due, it seems 
to me mostly to the. great difference 
which exists in industrial. standards -in 
the two. cammonwealths. Our southern 
people are alert in some lines, but in 
agriculturas’ rift and management the 
standard of ciency is distressingly 
low. This is due rtly to the demoraliz- 
ing presence of the shiftless negro race: 
but largely also ito the ignorance, im- 
f industrial inspira. 
tion among the white®“The presence of 


| the backward negroes in the population 


makes it all the more necessary for the 
whites to be progressive, in order to 
bring up the general average. 

The Agricultural College’s Work. 

“Some campaigns have been made to 
remedy this backwardness, but without 
much success. Substantial schooling is 
in firmly establishing new 
standards and methods. This is to be 
the work of the agricultural] college. Not 
only will that college improve our meth- 
ods in cotton production, if well equipped 
and ably administered, but it will. dis- 
cover and establish new sources of profit 
in agriculture through new crops now 
unknown -to us. The experiment station 
wil] discover new things, and the col- 
lege, if closely connected with it, will 
disseminate knowledge and inspire prog. 
ress. In Wisconsin we have found the 
statjon and the college of immense value 
and the more efficient In their work be- 
cause they are so closely associated ag to 
be practically indistinguigshable. The 
combination of the station and the college 
is necessary for the best results in Geor- 
gia. 

‘There ig now in Georgia the greatest 
history. for substantial 
progress and particularly for improving 
the methods of farming and the pros- 
perity of the. farming population. At

edge of our needs and the resources With 
which to begin to satisfy them, | 
“The prosperity ._ which now prevails 
here is due to several agencies. |!. The 
profit from the newly discovered uses of 
cotton seed.

cept. An example of excellent methods 
may be seen at Griffin, but it reaches 
the distant farmer only as precept, and 
precept is vastly weaker as a teaching 
force. A thorough college would meet 
this difficulty by drawing students from 
all quarters and sending them back as 
highly trained practical men—examples 
in every neighborhood of what thorough 
equipment may accomplish. 

“But the college should investigate and 
teach more subjects than agriculture 
merely as such. Planters should be men 
of broad information and the power of 
handling the problems of life to the best 
advantage. The college, aside from the 


physical sciences, which are a matter of 
course, should give much attention to 
economic and social history in general, 
and to the history of the south in par- 
ticular; it should have full courses in 
economics, the study of weaith and its 
problems, and in sociology, the study of 
social systems, race relations, etc, 
‘Knowledge comes, but seldom lingers.’ 
The chief end of educatior its not the im- 
parting of information, but the develop- 
ment of thought power. <A cyclopedia 
on farming is of far less value than a 
living man of large powers of study, ad- 
ministration and leadership. The agri- 
oultural college, if part of a great uni- 
versity, may be expected to produce men 
of this sort, and to be a city set upon @ 
hill, a torch not under a bushel,but 
shedding light through al} the common- 
wealth. 
For the Whole People.. 

“The agricultural college should be a 
people’s college, and the state Uuni- 
versity a people's university; not for the 
select few, but for all who may be pre- 
pared and desirous of sharing its benefits. 

o make the institution of large useful- 
ness, a generous and far-sighted policy 
must be pursued by the state. Penn 
wisdom here is pound folly indeed| 
Practical education for the thorough 
equipment, of practical men is expensive, 
but is beyond question remunerative’ to 
the commonwealth. A large experimental 
farm, a museum of machinery, herds of 
bicoded stock, must be had, at large ex- 
pense;.vand a faculty of highly trained 
and efficient teachers, at still greater 
expense. Expert men are in extremely 
great demand, and if any college is to 
get their services ad keep them, it must 
meet the competition of ‘the other col- 
leges as we!l| as of all the world of 
active industry so alert to capture the 
ablest men for its service. Undue econ- 
omy. regarding the agricultural college is 
heavily expensive upon the people. Stag- 
nation is a heavy burden which Georgia 
must not continue to bear. :

Under the terms of the law enacted at the last session of congress, 
that body has been clothed with powers more far-reaching than those vested 
in any other department or bureau of the government. 
the seven men comprising the commission congress has placed its full leg- 
islative power in the regulation of railroad rates and in the complete super- 
vision of the common carriers engaged in interstate commerce. 
mission has in its hands tle practical administration of all the railroads of 
this country, since those whiich do a strictly intrastate business are very few. 

Given this gigantic power, it is with the commission to determine how 
it is going to be used. If that body measures fully up to the great trust 
placed tn its hands, the people will in all probability be satisfied with gov- 
ernment supervision and control. .

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The Warehousing of Cotton. 
Important and gratifying progress 
toward the better warehousing of the 
cotton crop is reported by The Manu- 
facturers’ Record. The campaign 80 
long waged to put the handling of cot- 
ton on the same business-basis that 
has long marked the handling of the 
other great crops of the country is 
slowly but surely making substantial 
headway. 

In the matter of fireproof ware- 
houses a steady increase is shown 
from vear to year. The most elabo- 
rate scheme of this kind noted by 
The Record is at Memphis, where 160 


in one-story buildings designed to mini- 


mize the hauling and handling of cot- 
ton are being constructed by one com- 
pany. At Macon a company has just 
been formed to build twenty or more 
warehouses to hold 1,000 bales each, 
and on a smaller scale this work is 
being carried on at many other 
points. | 

In many instances these néw ware- 
houses are being constructed of con- 
crete, while the larger ones are being 
equipped with many new labor-saving 
devices, designed to reduce the labor 
cost of handling cotton to the lowest 
possible miffimum. 

The value of a proper warehousing 
system cannot .be overestimated. 
“With such a system of warehouses 
established throughout the south, it 
will no longer be necessary for cotton 
to be dumped into the mud and dirt 
and left outdoors without regard to 
weather conditions or to the immense 
damage done by this barbarous way 
of handling such a staple,” says The 
Record. “With the establishment of 
fireproof warehotses where the iow- 
est rate of insurance can be obtained, 
where warehouse receipts will 
come even better collateral than the 


tor systems on the seaboard and cen- 
tral west, the marketing of cotton 


ly new features. It will no longer be 
necessary to rush cotton to the mar- 
ket as formerly, for it will now be- 
come, whether owned by the farmer, 
the merchant or the manufacturer, 
the very best banking collateral. The 
saving in the cost of insurance and 
in ‘country damage’ will add many 
millions of dollars. to the value of the 
crop. To the extent that the south 
develops its warehousing facilities it 
will eliminate the necessity of han- 
dling the entire cotton crop in three 
or four months, as heretofore, and 


months, instead of three, will have a 


the cost of rail and ocean transpor- 
tation, and to enable _the south to 
finance its cotton instead of depend- 
ing upon other sections as in the 
past.” 

That this is a consummation de- 
youtly to be wished, every man with 
the interest of the south at heart will 
agree. The vast amount of money 
lost to the south through the loose 
methods of handling cotton that have 
prevailed in the past; and which in 
far too great a degree still prevail, 
is almost beyond computation. The 
remarkable spectacle has long been 
presented of the crop which in its 
very nature should most easily be 
economically marketed, being sub- 
jected to great loss through lack of 
decent treatment. 

Such a warehouse system as is now 
under way would, in the opinion of 
The Record, have far-reaching effect 
in other directions. These ware- 
houses would be of equal value in 
the development of many other lines 
of business, since they would give 
to the south facilities for storing 
merchandise and carrying it at a low 
cost such as are now enjoyed by the 
north and west. While such a system 
‘would undoubtedly add to the finan- 
cial power of the south in these di- 
rections, the ‘most important feature 
of its usefulness would be that for 
which it was primarly designed—the 
conservation of the cotton crop so 
that the producers of the south may 
1eap the full benefit. of their labors. 
And to this end all the business inter- 
ests of the south should be constant.

scientist, Dr. G F. Becker, of the 
geological survey, even ventured to 
prediction that Valparaiso would soon 
suffer an experience similar to that 
of San Francisco. 

The basis of this remarkable pre- 
diction was the explanation that the 
two places are on the same line of 
uplift of the earth’s surface and would 
be affected by the same “fault” move- 
ment. The peculiar geological for- 
mation which gave rise to the San 
Francisco disturbance was said to be 
characteristic of a belt which ex- 
tended around the rim of the Pacific 
from Singapore, Japan, the Aleutian 
Islands, the coast of. Alaska, Califor- 
nia and South America. 

It is even said that the local weath- 
er prophets of Valparaiso, who are 
used to earthquakes, predicted the

Forest Fires. 

According to a report just issued 
by the forestry bureau of the depart- 
ment of agriculture, the system of 
fighting and preventing forest fires is 
showing very good results, although 
it is still in its infancy. The forestry 


bureau is getting to be an important | 


feature of the agricultural depart- 
ment’s work, and it is well worth its 
cost to the government in what it is 
annually saving by protecting govern- 
ment forests from fire. 

Uncle Sam’s forest reserve area has 
grown from 58,052,054 acres on Jan- 
1, 1905, to 92,741,039 acres on 
January 1, 1906: The area burned 
over on the first date niumed was 
388,872 acres, and on the latter date, 
152,557 acres. While the reserve 
area had almost doubled in a single 
year, the burned area was reduced by 
more than one-half. This is an en- 
couraging showing. 

During the calendar year \ 1905, 
thirty-six out of the ninety-three for- 
est reserves escaped the devastating 
flame. On the remaining fifty-seven 
reserves, according to the report, 
areas were burned over ranging from 
1 to 79,083 acres and, amounting to 
279,592 acres. The largest amount 
of tirhber was destroyed on the Lewis 
and Clarke reserve, southern division 
—-42,893,000 board feet. The total for 
a'l reserves was 152,557,000 board 
feet, with a value of $101,282: but the 
greatest loss in money value was 
$27,320 on the Priest river reserve. 
The total cost of extra labor and sup- 
plies for fire fighting was $12,573.52. 

The work of fighting, as well as 
preventing, forest fires is being re- 
duced to a science. A supervisor is 
in charge of each reserve and he is 
directly responsible for the tract. He 
is assisted by a deputy supervisor and 
deputy forest rangers, while the dis- 
tfict itself is patroled by forest. guards 
who keep a close watch on campers 
and hunters and fishermen, and en- 
force strictly the regulations against 
campfires and other sources of dan- 
ger. In those reserves which are 
contiguous to railroad territory the 
vigilance of the guards is doubled, for 
one of the commonest causes of forest 
fires is dead timber being ignited by 
sparks from locomotives. 

The officials of the bureau of for- 
estry are naturally pleased with the 
showing for the calendar year 1906, 
but they are not satisfied. There is 
still too much fire in the forestry pre- 
serves, and in spite of the vigilance 
of the rangers and guards, the ser- 
vice cannot be materially improved 
unless there is cooperative work by 
state foresters, lumber companies and 
the public. 

The season of forest fires is again 
near, and a little vigilance will save 
a state millions in the loss of valua-

HAT some day the housekeeper ob? 
1 the south may reap a harvest of 
benefit in the trained domesti: 
servant, as a reault of the industrial edu. 


cation which is being afforded the negro 
of the central south, there can be no 


doubt. 

So far, however, the results are 10t 
such that any enthusiaem muy be ex- 
pressed. The well traineg servants claim- 
ing the industrial institution as their 
“alma mater,” are few and far between, 


end the southern housekeeper grows tired 
eng worn in her struggles with the un- 
trained servant, and the seeming ignor- 
ance on the part of the average negro 
of the servant class that his or her suc- 
cess or prosperity Hes in a perfection 
elong the lines of domestic service. 

It ig gratifying, therefore, to commend 
those cases where the individual men 
or woman representative of the thrifty 
element of the negro race m the south 
through merit, integrity and praiseworthy 
ambition, achieve success, and establish 
themselves as adepts in any of the do- 
mestfc arts. 

In instances where this has been 4ac- 
ecmplished the individuals claim as their 
“elma mater’ the kitchen where the 
mother worked before them, invariably 
under the direction of that type of the 
southern housekeeper who combined with 
her accomplishments that of a xnowledge 
of domestic art. 

Even with the industrial schools that 
have flourished long enough to furnish 
a generation of trained servants, the 
best southern cooks are etill those wao 
claim the knowledge as an inheritance 
from generations of their families who 
were the domestic servants of the ante- 
bellum platation ‘thomes, and to whom 
have been handed down the recipes tnat 
nave made the art of southern cooking 
famed the world over.

STATE WILL DETERMINE. 


RIGHTS OF THE MILITIA | 


Judge Advocate General to Take Up Fight in Street 
Car Case--Shall Girls Attend Agricultural Col- 
 leges?--Gossip at the Capitol. 


The state military authorities, it 1s 
stated, intend to push to a finishing test 


the case against Motorman DsLoach and. 


Inspector Hoffman, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric Company, whose car 
came into collision with a battalion of 
the troops of the Fifth regiment the 
other night, when the latter was en- 
gaged in regular monthly drill. 

Governor Terrell yesterday notified the 
adjutang general's office to take the 
matter up with Judge Advocate General 
George M. Napier, with a view to deter- 
mining in the courts just what are the 
rights of the militia and the street car 
company in the matter of using’ the 
streets. 

The question is one which both the 
military authorities and the street car 
company would like to have determined 
beyond the possibility of a doubt. It is 
now expected that the judge advocate 
general will endeavor to see that such 
a determination of the case is reached, 


Girls and Agriculture. 

Governor Terrell had a conference yes- 
terday with Hon. H. H. Perry, repre- 
sentative from Hall dounty, author of 
the bill which recently passed the legis- 
lature providing for the establishment of 
agricultural colleges in each congression- 
al district of the state, to be maintained 
out of the funds arising from the in- 
spection of fertilizers and oils. 

While the conference was along gen- 
eral lines, one question of considerabfe 


interest discussed was as to whether 


girls shall be admitted to these agricul- 


tural colleges. In other words, shal! 


there be coeducation fn agriculture. 
This proposition came up for discus- 
sion as the result of a bid for one of 
these agricultural colleges made by 
certain county, in which the county of- 
fers not only the requisite 200 acres of 
land, but a school building, a dormitory 
for boys, and a dormitory for girls, 
This offer, which is regarded as the 
most liberal that has yet been made by 
any county in the state, naturally 


-brought up the question as to whether 


girls should be admitted to these agricu!l- 
tural colleges on the same basis with 
boys. 

There ts no limitation on the subject 
and both Governor Terrell 
and Representative Perry were inclined 
to think that girls might be admitted on 
the same basis. . 

“T think, however,’’ Governor 
said, “I will leave that matter to be de- 


termined by the board of trustees in each | 
If any board desires to admit) 


district. 
girls to the agricultural college along 


with the boys, I can seé no reason why 
they should not do so under the law.” 

Governor Terrell has not yet appointed 
these boards of trustees, and will not be 
able to complete them before the latter 
part of September. It is no easy task 
to secure 145 trustees, one from each 
county as is required, and he is now 
working at the matter just as earnestly 
and diligently ag he can. 


Girls Objected to Uniforms. 

The giris of the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial college, at Milledgeville, where 
young ladies from alj) parts of the state 
are taugh; industrial and household pur- 
suits as well as given an advanced edu- 
cation along other lines, have entered 
strenuous objections te the use of brown 
uniforms for the boys who will be sent 
to the new state reformatory, because 
brown Is their color, and they have 
been using it almost since the college was 
established. 

The state prison commission, which is 
preparing to open the state reformatory 
on October |, recently decided upon

Nora’s- conversation and “natural phi- 
losophy”’ sounds at all times that key- 
note of ‘‘individual responsibility,’ which 
is one that brings success to those of 
the superior races as well as those of the 
inferior races, and what she says may 
prove an inspiration to otners of her 
kind. 

“When I came to Atlanta I made up 
my mind to learn, but it was with fear 
and trembling I set to work for my 
young mistress, who had to have every- 
thing ‘just so.’ 

“The first thing I did was to go to 
work on my kitchen to make it clean— 
to make it shine, for I ‘thought, ‘when 
she comes back to tell me woaat’s wrong, 
she will see a clean kitchen, and I do not 
believe anybody can cook right unless 
everything around them is clean, 

“Then I was glad to get inforamtion 
from anybody, white or colored, for 1 
think ®o many of my race ‘lose out’ be- 
cause they are too proud to learn from 
those who may know more than they 
au. 

“Another thing I practiced, and found 
{ had to do it, was to follow out my 
recipe just as it is laid down, and to re- 
member that when a thing is put on the 
stove it can't cook itself. 

“Tf a recipe instructs that the eggs are 
to be beaten for a certain sauce for five 
minutes the sauce will not be perfect if 
the cook is ca:eless and gets tired beating 
the eggs in three minates’ time, 

“Again,” said Nora, taking most seri- 
ously the responsibilities of her profes- 
sion, ‘no cook can put her meat on the 
stove’ or in the stove and leave it there 
and go out and sit en the steps and talk 
about her neighborg with the cook next 


door. 

“She has to stay in the kitchen and at- 
tend to her business and ‘baste’ that 
meat when she sees it needs it, and keep 
on basting, it, too. 

“When [ make myself most useful to 
the people I work tor right ¢hen I know J 
am making myseif more useful to my- 
self and coming nearer uplifting the Iin- 
terests of my race. 

“T am sure I can suit my patrons with

Bank Papers and Holidays. 

Under the laws heretofore of force in 
Georgia commercial paper,. such as notes 
and drafts, payable at bank, which be- 
came due on Sunday or on a holiday, 
was payable on the preceding day. 

At the recent session of the general as- 
sembly Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, intro- 
duced and pressed to enactment a Dill 
which materially amends section 3693 of 
the code of 1895, so that such notes shall 
be payable on the succeeding business 
day. This change places Georgia in line 
with the eastern and quite all of the 
western states in this important matter. 

Section 3693, as amended by the Calvin 
bill, reads as follows: 

“Whenever any such holiday shall fall 
upon Sunday, the Monday next follow- 
ing shall be deemed a public holiday, and 
papers due on such Sunday shall be pay- 
able on the secular or business day next 
succeeding. Whenever either of the days 
fail on Sunday, the papers due on that 
day, or on the Sunday following, shall 
be payable on the business day next suc- 
ceeding.’’ 

The words “whenever any such fidil- 
day,’’ which occur in the opening sen- 
tence of the new law, refer to the pro- 


visions of section 3692 of the code which, 


designates the days observed as public 
or legal holidays in Georgia, for example: 
January |, New Year’s day; December 
25, Christmas day; July 4, Independence 
day; the first Monday itn September, La- 
bor day, etc. 

The change in the old law brings the 
State up to date,. and will prove a great 
convenience to the people and to the 
banks. The act became effective on ap- 
proval by the governor. 


New State Depositories.

Bank Capital Grows. 

The Bank of Donaldsonville was yes- 
terday granted an amendment fo its 
charter by Secretary of State Philip Cook, 
under which it ts permitted to incréase 
its capital stock from $25,000 to $50,000. 
This increase was found be justified 
by the general prosperity of the times 
and particularly that section of the coun- 
try, which is growing rapidly.

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SUPREME.COURT CARRIES 


300 CASES FROMMARCHTERM 


HE state supreme court will begin 
T its October term the first Monday 
in October with 3800 cases carried 
over from the March term, a condition 
unprecedented in the history of the court. 
All of these cases have been submitted 
to the court by Drief, and some of them 
have been investigated by the justices, 
but none of them are yet ready for de- 
cision. Many of them have not even 
been touched by the overworked members 
of the court, who are now taking a little 
breathing spell preparatory to the hard 
grind which awaits them when the court 
convenes again. 

In addition to the foregoing, there will 
be between 400 and 500 new cases on 
the October term docket at the beginning 
of that term, with criminal cases and 
fast bills of exception still to follow. 

If any case passes through two terms 
of the supreme court ‘without a decisgon 
being reached, the decision of the lower 
court becomes affirmed by operation of 
law. The supreme court now has almost 
a whole term’s business in the left over 
cases from the March term, so it will be 
seen that it is rapidly approaching the 
time when the law may opefate to affirm 
decisions of the lower court in cases 


which the supreme court cannot reach. 

The only hope of relief, not’ alone for 
the supreme court, but for the people of 
the state whose interests are at stake, is 
in the ratification of the constitutional 
amendment provi'ing for the state court 
of appeals, upon which the people wil] 
vote In the coming October election.

Mr. Gray was but a lad of 12 years 
when he came to Atlanta to enter the 
public schools, and, although his edu- 
eation up to that time had been limited 
to those short termed institutions, that 
were the only advantages afforded the 
children of the plantations in his native 
county, he passed and examination that 
warranted his entering the public 
schools here with the boys his age who 
had had better advantages. 

In the high school, he made an ex- 

cellent record, winning not only the ap- 
proval of the faculty of that institution. 
but inapiring the prophecy that he had 
fore him a successful career, what- 
ever his vocation might - be. 
He impressed those who knew him 
with his sense of duty, *his spirit of re- 
Hance at all times, and what was a 
sense of justice and kindness in his 
dealings with his classmates and schoo! 
friends.
